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1 . Specification: it is unclear whether Figure 1 is the "Prior Art" or the 
"Invention". This is because paragraphs (0002-0034), in the Description of the related 
art, "Figure 1 is in the background of the invention, but in the Brief Description of the 
Drawings, paragraph (0036), Figure 1 is not a conventional block diagram..., and in 
paragraph (0044), in the Detailed Description of the Invention, the first exemplary 
embodiment of the invention is reference to Figures 1 to 3; and Figure 1 did not label 
with Prior Art. A clarification and/or correction is required. 

Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1 .72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of 
the invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the 
specification unless the title is provided in an application data sheet. The 
title of the invention should be brief but technically accurate and 
descriptive, preferably from two to seven words may not contain more 
than 500 characters. 

(b) Cross-References to Related Applications : See 37 CFR 1 .78 and MPEP 
§201.11. 

(c) Statement Regarding Federally Sponsored Research and Development : 
See MPEP §310. 

(d) The Names Of The Parties To A Joint Research Agreement : See 37 CFR 
1.71(g). 

(e) Incorporation-Bv-Reference Of Material Submitted On a Compact Disc: 
The specification is required to include an incorporation-by-reference of 
electronic documents that are to become part of the permanent United 
States Patent and Trademark Office records in the file of a patent 
application. See 37 CFR 1 .52(e) and MPEP § 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text were permitted as electronic 
documents on compact discs beginning on September 8, 2000.

2. Summary of the invention: paragraph (0035) line 2, "The boundary-scan 
device to a macro" is not clear as to what it means. Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Abstract: The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contain the 

language that can implied (i.e., line 1, "a boundary-scan device to a macro" is not clear 

as to what it means; and "a boundary-scan device to a macro is disclosed" . Correction 

is required. See MPEP § 608.01 (b). 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
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the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

4. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Line 1 , "A boundary-scan device to a macro" is not clear as to what it means. 
For a suggestion, it should be changed to - - A boundary-scan device connected to a 
macro - -. Appropriate correction is required. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-2,10 and 1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated 
by the applicant admitted prior art (Figures 1 and -8). 

As per claim 1 , the admitted prior art discloses: a boundary-scan device 
connected to a macro, comprising: 

A plurality of signal paths connected to the macro, each having a data signal 
input end and a data signal output end for signal transmission during normal mode 
operation; and 

A plurality of circuitries for the plurality of signal paths, respectively, each having 
capability of capturing a signal transmission event that a signal has past through one of

the plurality of signal paths during test mode operations. (See figures 1 , 7 and 8, and 
paragraph (0010), (0012), (0015). 

As per claims 2 and 10, the admitted prior art further discloses wherein each 
circuitry includes a gate having an input coupled to the data signal output end of the 
signal paths and a scan cell having a capturing input coupled to an output of the gate. 
(See Figures 7 and 8). 

As per claim 13, the admitted prior art further discloses wherein each of the 
plurality of boundary scan cells is coupled to one of pins of the macro and allows signal 
transmission from the data signal input end thereof to the data signal output end thereof 
for the signal to be captured. (See figs. 7-8). 

7. Claims 4-9, 11-12 and 14-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
